Our correspon Jent is evidently under the im- 
pression that we advocate the adoption of the 
new “ Urn yah yah ” (if we may so call it for 
lack of a better term) yell, which has been the 
first outcome of the spirit, some will say of re- 
form, others of vandalism, which aims at the 
overthrow of the one now in use. If such be 
the case, we have been misunderstood, the 
article being merely prompted by the general 
feeling in McGill that it is time there was some 
change. On questions such as this, McGill has 
always shown herself extremely conservative, 
and there is little doubt, that if the time-honour- 
ed M-c-G-i-1-1 must go, it will only be after a 
hard struggle. One thing is certain, and that 
is — if there is to ari.se a yell which can rival the 
old one, it will have to be of surpassing and con- 
vincing excellence. Undoubtedly any innova- 
tion in this respect is bound to meet with great 
opposition, not so much from the undergradu- 
ates now at McGill as from the graduates who 
must still have fond recollections of football 
games in which the old yell has served to cheer 
our teams on to victory. 

In the meantime, pending the arrival of this 
wonder of the century, there is no reason for 
the present laxness in the rendering of the 
“ M c-G.,” etc. The yelling on Saturday was 
pitiful, considering the number of men on the 
eastern stand, who seemed to suffer from loss 
of voice or lack of enthusiasm, for neither of 
which there seemed to be a good and sufficient 
rea.son. We would like to see some definite 
system carried out, as is the case in the Ameri- 
can Universities, where a marshal or general 



organizer is appointed, together with a sufficient 
number of assistants to supervise this matter. 
It is not too late in the season to make a be- 
ginning, and the change would be one which 
our football captain and his men would much 
appreciate.

through' many issues without the 
annual plaint about the “Gym.” At intervals, 
more or less far apart, a rumour is circulated 
that some good friend of McGill has, in the 
kindness of his heart, taken pity on us, and is 
making provision for a new “ Gym.” Un- 
fortunately, the rumour proves unfounded, the 
“ Gym ” remains unbuilt, but the question never 
fades away for one moment from the Under- 
graduate mind. 

There is nothing truer than that the want of 
a “Gym,” which shall be more suitably located 
than the present one, is felt more severely 
every year. All our athletic teams are put at 
a considerable disadvantage, as compared with 
other Universities, from the lack of proper train- 
ing quarters. If our men have done as well as 
they have both in track events and in football, 
the greatest credit is due them for their energy 
and perseverance under the present conditions. 
The dressing room under the west stand, which 
has to serve the purpose of training quarters for 
our three football teams, would not do credit to 
the athletic organization of a small village. 
And yet a University of McGill’s importance, 
so far in advance of other Canadian Universi- 
ties in most respects, not only puts up with this 
state of affairs but does not even make a serious 
effort at changing it. 

The letter published in another column draws 
attention to the small attendance at the present 
“ Gym,” and suggests that the best means of 
securing a new building is to patronize the old. 
Certainly after the failures of so many other 
plans this one might be tried with advantage. 
The instruction is good, and everything possible 
is done to make the classes interesting.

I notice in ihe last issue of the Outlook

McGill now heads the league, with 4 
points to Queens’ 3, and ’Varsity’s i. The match 
which will decide the championship is that between 
McGill and ’Varsity, to be played on the 17 th of this 
month in Toronto. At the best. Queens’ can only 
hope for 5 points, whereas McGill, by defeating 
’Varsity, can total up 6. On Saturday next Queens’ 
and ’Varsity meet in Kingston, and in the event of 
Queens’ winning, which is generally accepted as 
certain, ’Varsity will be out of it completely, and 
Queens’ will depend upon McGill being defeated in 
Toronto to win the championship. On the whole, 
the chances of McGill are slightly the best, judging 
from the present standing of the teams, and decidedly 
the best, judging from the form which the teams have 
shown. 

That McGill should completely outclass the men 
from Kingston came as a distinctly pleasant surprise 
to the large crowd that watched Saturday’s game. 
Queen’s came down with a reputation for the best 
scrimmage and line work in Canada today and 
much and all as we expected of our men we did not 
imagine that they would prove so easily superior in 
this department. Such, however, was the case The 
scrim, was stronger and did by far the cleverer work, 
while our wings were more than match for their 



strong and speedy opponents. The back division 
also did splendid work, and though there was some 
unfortunate fumbling towards the eud, no disastrous 
results followed owing to the able way in w'hich each 
man backed up the other. Caldwell, in particular, 
deserves especial mention for the brilliant manner in 
w'hich he retrieved several errors by other men which 
might have proved serious. 

For Queen’s, Weatherhead, Simpson, Eiherington 
and Young played a splendid game, the rapid follow- 
ing up of these last two wdng men being particularly 
brilliant. Young’s run of thirty yards from his own 
goal line was one of the prettiest plays of the day. 
It certainly saved Queen’s from another touch-down 
by McGill.

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THE OPENING OF THE ROYAL VICTORIA 
COLLEGE. 

On Thursday evening of last week occurred the 
most brilliant social function that McGill has as yet 
experienced, and quite the most elaborate that Mon- 
treal has seen for years. The occasion was the open- 
ing of the Royal Victoria College, the gift of our 
noble Chancellor, Lord Strathcona and Mount 
Royal. Although the building has been occupied 
for over a year, the Donor had not till a few weeks 
ago had an opportunity of seeing this product of his 
generosity, nor had the property been formally 
handed over to the Governors of McGill. 

Early in the week invitations had been issued to 
all those, both in the city and outside, who were con- 
nected with McGill (including the whole Under- 
graduate body); and the brilliant company that as- 
sembled in the College on All Saints* night was 
thoroughly representative of the intellect and wealth, 
of the youth and beauty of Montreal. His Excellency 
the Governor-General, visitor to the University, and 
Lady Minto were present. By half past nine over 
1,500 guests had arrived and thronged the halls. At 
ten o*clock the vice-regal party and Lord Strathcona 
(attended by a Guard of Honour composed of Victoria 
Rifles) appeared, and the receiving began. On .the 
dais in the Assembly Hall were seated His Excellency 
and Lady Minto and Lord Strathcona, who did the 
receiving, also Principal and Mrs. Peterson, Mrs. 
Drummond and Miss Oakeley. While the guests were 
being presented, music was furnished by the orches- 
tra and the R.V.C. choir, also by Earl Gulick, his 
Lordship’s guest. 

Outside, the building was prettily illuminated by 
innumerable incandescent lights done in the Univer- 
sity colours and attractively arranged in the form of 
the British flag, McGill crest, V. R. and other ap- 
propriate emblems. A vast crowd had assembled on 
Sherbrooke street to witness the unveiling of the 
statue of our Queen. The veil was lifte.d at eleven 
o’clock by the Countess of Minto, lo^ the singing of 
the National Anthem, Rule Brittania and hearty 
cheers from the spectators. Within the building was 
beautifully decorated with palms, crysanthemums 
and other plants and flowers, which lent the place a 
very gay and festive appearance. The late acquisi- 
tion of one hundred reproductions of the great 
masters in art increased the beauty of the corridors 
and gave the last touch to the already eauti 
fully furnished College. 

Dancing was in progress throughout the evening 
in the gymnasium, and refreshments were serve in 
the dining-hall. After supper many pf the guests 
withdrew, and then dancing continued in the Assem- 
bly Hall. Shortly after two o’clock the proceedings 
of the evening were brought to a close.

URDAY. 

There is weeping and wailing at 
Princeton and the University of Penn- 
sylvania while the hearts of the under- 
graduates at Harvard and Cornell are 
joyful even though their heads may 
ache and their throats refuse to per- 
form the usual functions. 

Harvard’s victory was a surpris’e and 
Princeton’s defeat was a shock. Just 
what they think at the different col- 
leges can be read below: 

HARVARD IS RELIEVED. 

Harvard’s lucky seventeen is becom- 
ing a motto at Harvard. Harvard’s 
famous victory over Yale in ’98 was by 
this score, and Harvard defeated Car- 
lisle and Pennsylvania by the same 
score. 

There is relief, but little joy, in 
Cambridge to-day. Before the game 
Harvard expected a defeat, but was 
keyed to a terrific battle. The storm 
which was let loose on Pennsylvania 
in the first half won the day. Har- 
vard had said, never mind if Penn- 
sylvania does beat us, Yale is what 
we are after, but still a Pennsylvania 
defeat would mean a blot on the re- 
record, even if Yale fell. 

But Harvard defeated Pennsylvania 
and Harvard is relieved. The team is 
in good shape. There will be no work 
to-morrow, and then the men will 
begin on the Yale game, barring the 
one remaining game with Brown next 
Saturday. Every man is in good con- 
dition, save Sawin and Ellis. Hallo- 
well, Campbell, Kendall and the above 
named pair left the game.
